Claude  W.  Kennedy,  84,  a  life¬ 
long  resident  of  Pleasant  Mount, 
died  Thursday.

He  was  a  member  of  the  Pleas¬ 
ant  Mount  United  Methodist 
Church,  where  he  was  a  past 
member  of  the  administration 
board  and  a  former  director  of 
the  pastor-parish  relations 
board.  He  was  a  former  director 
of  the  Pleasant  Mount  Cemetery, 
past  master  of  the  Mount  Her¬ 
man  Lodge  472  F&AM,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Keystone  Consistory, 
a  past  member  of  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  at  Farview  State  Hospi¬ 
tal,  and  a  board  member  and 
committeeman  for  Agway. 


He  served  as  a  school  board 
member  for  26  years,  including 
four  years  for  the  Pleasant 
Mount  Vocational  School  Dis¬ 
trict  and  22  years  for  the  Forest 
City  Regional  School  District. 

He  received  an  outstanding  citi¬ 
zen  plaque  for  50  years  of  contin¬ 
uous  voting.  He  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Belmont  Fire 
Company  and  the  Upperwoods 
Hunting  Club. 

Surviving  are  five  daughters, 
Claudia  Overacker,  Troy,  N.Y.;
